London and Washington. 


The token shipment of subnW' 


chineguns, • rifles and 
ammunition 


was Intended by France's two big 
NATO allies to keep the N o r t h 
Africa 
nation from turning 
to 


Egypt or the Soviet bloc for arms. 
But France, fearful the arms will 
find their way to rebels fighting 
French rule in neighboring Alge- 
ria, was not mollified. 


A French spokesman 
declared 


the U.S. — British decision was 
made known "at the ureclse mo- 
ment 
when the French 
govern- 


ment was preparing the 
Imme- 


diate dispatch of military supplies 
to Tunisia." Tunisia was formerly 
a French protectorate. 


The spokesman said the French 


delivery had to await completion 
of negotialions with'Tunisia —pre- 
sumably to insure that the arms 
did not reach Algerian rebels. 


The French—Tunisian 
negotia- 


tions have been hanging fire for 
weeks. The British-U.S. action ap- 
peared Intended to spur the French 
to quick action before the Soviet 
bloc could move in.
